Council sets up gun license law 


Lompoc’s City Council in a record 
short, 17-minute meeting last night pas­ 
sed the first reading of an ordinance set­ 
ting up a city authority to issue licenses 
for the sale of firearms. 


The ordinance, said City Attorney Alan 
Davidson, carries out the requirements 
of the state penal code relating to the 
sale of firearms. The measure, he said, 
has been reviewed and approved by local 
gun dealers. 


“ The attorney general has now opined 
that it is the city’s obligation to proceed 
to appoint such an authority and issue 
the licenses. One reason is that it is 
against the law to sell concealable 
firearms without a license,’’ the at­ 
torney said. 


The measure was passed 3-0. Coun- 
cilmen Emil Scolari and E. C. Stevens 
were absent from last night’s meeting 


The council’s expected ruling on the 
suspension of former Lompoc police of­ 
ficer William Landreth was continued 
for another two weeks last night, 
because of the absence of Landreth’s 
lawyer. Landreth, before he resigned 
from the force, was suspended for three 
days by Police Chief James Smith for al­ 
leged unprofessional conduct.

Council woman Charlotte Benton, in a 
Zarb sees new gas 
hikes by Labor Day 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Federal 
Energy Administrator Frank Zarb today 
predicted gasoline prices will increase 
from two to five cents a gallon by Labor 
Day. 
He insisted, however, there was no col­ 
lusion by the oil companies to raise 
prices. 
Zarb told a Senate subcommittee that 
a curbing of gas refining by the oil com­ 
panies was due to “ a combination of un­ 
foreseen refining problems.” 
“ We have seen no evidence that there 
is a conspiracy to promote a shortage in 
anticipation of higher price levels,” Zarb 
said. 
Zarb spelled out the administration’s 
outlook for the near future as both the 


Senate and House focused attention on 
energy, particularly oil prices. 
The Senate Tuesday approved a six- 
month extension of oil price controls and 
Speaker Carl Albert said the House 
would take the same approach. 
Later today, President Ford is ex­ 
pected to submit to Congress his 
proposal to more than double the per- 
barrel cost of oil over the next 30 
months. 
Zarb said barring any oil price in­ 
crease by the oil-producing nations,he es­ 
timated gas prices would rise from 
between two to five cents a gallon, vary­ 
ing in different parts of the country. 
“ We don’t anticipate shortages 
although there could be spot conditions. ” 
Growers, Teamsters still 
negotiate three-year pact 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The midnight 
strike deadline came and went early to­ 
day with negotiators representing major 
California growers and Teamster farm 
workers still trying to put together a 
proposed three-year contract. 
Farm workers voted at mass 
membership meetings at more than a 
dozen farm centers in California and 
other Western states Tuesday night to go 
on strike, but only selective picketing 
was reported this morning. 
A Teamsters spokesman said there 
was some isolated strike action in the 
Salinas area. But there were no reports 
of strikes in Southern California, the San 
Joaquin Valley or other states. The 
spokesman also indicated that there 
would not be any major problems if the 
negotiators could come up with an “ ac­ 
ceptable offer” sometime this week. 
The negotiations and strike meetings 
were further complicated by California’s 
new farm labor law, which will take ef­ 
fect next month, and by actions by sup­ 
porters of the rival United Farm 
Workers Association led by Cesar 
Chavez. 
The old Teamsters contract that ex­ 
pired Tuesday guaranteed the lowest 


level of field workers a minimum hourly 
wage of $2.54, not including piece work 
Pay. 
A spokesman said hourly and piece 
work wages are the major issue still un­ 
resolved in the continuing negotiations. 
“ We are close to agreement in several 
key areas,” he explained, “ but we will 
not settle for less than what we consider 
essential for our farm worker 
members.” 
Teamsters leaders want to secure as 
lucrative a contract as possible in order 
to convince farm workers that their un­ 
ion can do more for them than the UFW. 
But growers reportedly fear that the 
UFW might replace the Teamsters 
within a few weeks after secret ballot 
elections by the farm workers, and then 
use the new contract as a base for more 
increases. 
Spokesmen for the UFW, meanwhile, 
have suggested that the Teamsters and 
growers are working together in the cur­ 
rent negotiations and insist that the 
“ selective strikes” are really “ phony 
strikes.” 
Several of the Tuesday night meetings 
were marked by confrontations between 
supporters of the rival unions.

Indira Gandhi 
strengthens 
grip on India 


NEW DELHI (U PI) - Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi’s government strengthened 
its grip on the country today by making 
foreigners liable to arrest and imprison­ 
ment without a trial for up to two years 
and clamping strict surveillance on thou­ 
sands of university students returning to 
their campuses. 
The inclusion of foreigners under the 
revised Maintenance of Internal Security 
Act announced by President Fakhruddin 
Ali Ahmad earlier in the day. appeared 
to have had no immediate effect, and 
ranking legal sources said it merely 
“ clarified” and made iron clad what was 
implicit in the original act. 
A rough canvass of diplomats and con­ 
sular offices showed no reports of 
foreigners arrested by late today. 
Some members of the Western 
diplomatic corps ventured the opinion 
that the provision was a scare tactic, 
others that it was directed against any 
foreign members of the banned semi­ 
social Ananda Marg Sect which has an 
international following in the United 
States, Europe and Asia. 
Hundreds of Indian Ananda Marg 
members have been arrested since the 
organization was banned in the first 
week of July. 
At Delhi University on the northern 
outskirts of the capital, armed police and 
civil defense force workers patrolled the 
sprawling campus and its affiliated col­ 
leges on opening day today. 
University spokesmen admitted that 
large numbers of plain clothesmen were 
mingling with staff and students, and 
initiation ceremonies were banned by 
government order.

HOUSTON (U PI) - Three American 
astronauts easily fixed a minor problem 
aboard the Apollo today and bore down 
on two Russian cosmonauts who 
reported in their first space telecast they 
were ready to rendezvous 136 miles over 
Germany Thursday. 
Alexei Leonov and Valeri Kubasov 
gave earth a 15-minute early afternoon 
television show 
Midway through it, 
astronauts Thomas Stafford, Vance 
Brand and Donald “ Deke” Slayton 
turned on their camera, showing the 
docking module that will link Apollo to 
Soyuz. 
The flagships of the two powers were 
circling the globe every hour and a half. 
Soyuz was more than 1,000 miles ahead 
of Apollo as the crews prepared for the 
history-making linkup and union in orbit. 
“ Everything is flying around, swim­ 
ming here as you see,” Leonov reported 
from the weightless cabin of Soyuz. 
“ This is how we live in the artificial 
satellite of the earth.” 
Leonov and Kubasov opened the day’s 
activities by gunning their Soyuz into a 
near perfect “ assembly” orbit 138 to 140 
miles high to wait for the the Americans 
who took off 71/* hours after the Soyuz. 
“ Your friends just finished a circ (cir­ 
cularization) bum and they are in orbit 
waiting for you,” Robert Crippen at 
Houston control told the three 
Americans. 
The astronauts’ first chore of the day 
was to remove a stainless steel docking 
probe hung up because a wire connector 
shifted out of position and blocked a 
removal tool. Crippen radioed up in­ 
structions on how to fix it, and the 
astronauts reported a few minutes later 
that the probe had been successfully 
removed. 
“ Ah. the probe is out,” Stafford said at 
7:57 a.m. PDT. 


The probe was used to clasp docking 
latches when the Apollo hooked up to its 
docking module Tuesday. It had to be 
removed so the pilots could move into 
the module and later the Soyuz. 
The problem was considered minor 


College approves 
budget; line held 
on 45-cent tax 


Trustees of Allan Hancock College, 
last night, approved the publication ver­ 
sion of the district’s 1975-76 budget — 
reaffirming a hold-the-line tax of 45 
cents, which was projected in June. 
The budget is pegged at $10.097 mil­ 
lion, up from the $8.576 million of last 
year’s principally because of additional 
state monies for a new library and in­ 
creased operations monies because of in­ 
creased attendance. 
As it stands now, 72.3 per cent of the 
funds will come from state sources; 17.5 
per cent from local district property tax­ 
es; 6.74 per cent from federal sources; 
1.46 per cent from county sources; and 
2.6 per cent from miscellaneous sources.

House okays panel 
to continue probe 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
voted today to keep some type of com­ 
mittee to investigate the CIA, but fell 
into bitter debate over the makeup of the 
panel and the way it should proceed. 
The action came as the House con­ 
sidered a resolution to abolish the pre­ 
sent 10-memb6r Select Committee on 
intelligence and reconstitute it with 13 
members and the same jurisdiction over 
all U. S. intelligence agencies. 
Rep. James Quillen, R-Tenn., sought 
to abolish the panel completely but the 
move lost on a 293-122 vote. 
Still to be acted on were efforts to 
replace the panel with a joint committee 
with the Senate, to limit its membership 
to seven and its jurisdiction only to the 
CIA and to require that present 
members could serve on the newly con­ 
stituted panel. 
The committee has bogged down over 
complaints that its chairman. Rep. Lu- 
cien Nedzi, D-Mich., was not impartial 
because the CIA told him two years ago 
it had a role in assassination plots and 
Nedzi never told anyone.

His present salary here is $21,3% 
per year. 
Autry gave career growth as his 
reason for leaving this area. 
“ I think it’s a tremendous oppor­ 
tunity,” he said this morning. “ I think 
they have programs that are going on in 
Santa Maria that are astounding." 
Autry said he will maintain his local 
residence at 1513 West Lemon Ave. for 
some time into the future. 
“ I will continue to try and provide as 
much assistance here as I can," he said. 
“ He’s done an outstanding job. He's 
been of tremendous assistance to me." 
lauded Lompoc City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers. “ I think we've accomplished a 
lot in the last three years in guiding the 
physical development of the city. I think 
we have made strides in improving the 
quality of development.” Wahlers said. 


“ Developers haven’t always seen eye- 
to-eye with Al, but at the same time I 
don’t think there’s anyone who can say 
he hasn’t been fair,” Wahlers reviewed. 
“ From a selfish standpoint. I don’t par­ 
ticularly care to see him go.” 
City officials this morning weren’t 
sure how they’d fill in for Autry’s duties 
before another community development 
director is hired. 
“ It’s a very difficult position to fill,” 
said Wahlers. 
Almost since the first day he began 
work here, one of Autry’s main goals 
was to streamline city policies for 
reviewing and approving new develop­ 
ments In the early months, Autry said, 
developers were forced to wait weeks 
and months for their development 
proposals to be approved by various city 
panels and were never really told what 
was expected of them Autry thought this 
acted to discourage city growth. 
“ In the overall scheme of the changes, 
we've been able to provide since I ’ve 
been here. I think we have one of the 
fastest and most efficient community 
development departments in the coun­ 
ty,” Autrv said this morning. 
One of the planner's more recent 
causes has been the annexation of the 
several pockets of county land all but 
surrounded by the city. Annexing these 
areas for the good of both the property 
owners and the 
city, he said, is a 
prerogative. Lompoc should exercise. 
“ I feel more strongly about that now 
than at any other time since I’ve been 
here.” he said. “ I think we have an 
obligation to try and provide a level of 
service to those areas." 
Autry, also known locally as a sky 
diver who has performed at the last two 
Flower Festivals and July Fourth 
events, said he thought the City of Lom­ 
poc could be more active in pursuing an­ 
nexations if its community development 
department were more adequately staf­ 
fed.

Cosmonauts repair balky 
camera for rendezvous 


MOSCOW (U P I) - Two Soviet 
cosmonauts cut short their sleep today to 
work on a balky television camera that 
has prevented coverage of their prepara­ 
tions for a space rendezvous with three 
American astronauts. 
Officials at Kaliningrad mission con­ 
trol center said Col. Alexei Leonov and 
engineer Valeri Kubasov were doing 
their job “ excellently.” 
Viktor Blagov, who headed the over­ 
night team at the center said, “ They are 
carrying out some procedures from 
memory without referring to their log 
books.” 
The cosmonauts woke up 1 Mi hours ear­ 
ly to try to repair a black and white 
television camera that went dead during 
liftoff Tuesday. 
By midday, nearly 24 hours after the 
launch, the Soviet public still had not 
seen any film of the two men inside 
Soyuz 19. 
Blagov said the fault “ will not affect 
the flight. The only sufferers are the 
viewers.” 
Asked about the atmosphere at mis­ 
sion control, Blagov said, “ Excitement 
is great on both sides." 
As the cosmonauts hurtled through 
space, the Soviet union celebrated the 
historic joint mission with a song, an 
original perfume and a new brand of 
cigarettes. 


Leonov and and Kubasov, both space 
veterans, have been euologized in a new 
Soviet song. “ Rendezvous of the 
Cosmonauts.” 
A new perfume honoring the flight 
went on sale in Moscow department 
stores Tuesday and a new brand of 
cigarettes, called Soyuz-Apollo. also 
made their Russian debut. 
The cigarettes and perfume will also 
be sold in the United States. 
Millions of Soviets watched their first 
live televised blastoff Tuesday. 


Hundreds of Muscovites squeezed into 
the television section of the GUM depart­ 
ment store on Red Square and watched 
with clenched fists as the sleek white 
rocket lifted off in a burst of searing yel­ 
low flame.

Each year, the Lompoc City 
administration, with the advice 
and consent of the Lompoc City 
Council, issues an annual 
budget. A ponderous document 
at first blush, packed with far 
more numbers than words, the 
budget is nonetheless a trove of 
information In it, for example, 
one happens across such 
municipal minutia as the es­ 
timated cost this year to il­ 
luminate the cross that surveys 
the city from a hill above South 
H St. - $315 
Also available is the dollar 
figure all city departments 
forecast they will spend on 
postage throughout the fiscal 
year — $5,075, and the predic­ 
tion that the Lompoc Public 
Library expects to collect 
$6,000 in overdue book fines. 
Dedicated budget readers 
also learn that the city, like 
most b u sin esses and in­ 
dividuals, keeps money it isn’t 
using in savings institutions and 
collects interest on this money. 
The interest on city accounts 
over the coming fiscal year is 
expected to amount to about 
$158.000, the budget says. 
Local city government will 
continue its promotional ac­ 
tivities in the coming year, the 
budget indicates. After listing a 
$2,000 outlay for “city com­ 
munity prom otion ,” 
the 
spending document lists a 
$16,800 promotional outlay for 
the Lompoc Valley Chamber of 
Commerce and a $20,000 con­ 
tribution to the Lompoc 
Economic Valiev Development 
Association, whose local com­ 
mercial members themselves 
will contribute another $8,500 
toward running the association 
The city, the budget says, will 
also chip in $8,500 toward run­ 
ning the Lompoc Museum, 
spend $500 for Flower Festival 
promotion and contribute $250 
toward the city’s celebration of 
the nation’s bicentennial. 
Then there are the miscel­ 
laneous expenses that seem to 
mount up. To keep abreast oi 
their particular specialties, a 
scattering of city employes, 
mostly department heads, and 
most council and commission 
members attend out of town 
meetings or host meetings 
here. A total of some $25,400 
has been budgeted to pay for 
these seminars and conventions 
this year, including $3,275 for 
meetings and accommodations 
for the five-member City Coun­ 
cil. Another $2,350 has also been 
set aside for meetings under the 
miscellaneous “nondepartmen- 
tal” account. 
The City Electrical Dept, also 


has a hefty meeting budget — 
$3,000, which reflects the costs 
of sending Mayor Art Scott, 
City Attorney Alan Davidson 
and som etim es City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene Wahlers and 
Electrical Supt. Bill Ruffner to 
meetings of the Northern 
California Power Agency at 
various cities across the state. 
It’s all in the city budget. 
Also to keep in contact with 
professional trends and what's 
going on elsewhere in city 
government across the state, 
city employes and officials 
belong to a number of dues- 
collecting organizations and 
subscribe to a spate of profes­ 
sional publications The city's 
total p ro jected bill for 
memberships in fiscal 1975-76 
will come to $8.250, including

Speaker Carl Albert said the 
House would take the same ap­ 
proach. 
But the showdown between 
the adm inistration and the 
Democratic-dominated 
Con­ 
gress on energy policy will 
come when Ford formally sub­ 
mits his proposal, an action ex­ 
pected today. Under Ford’s 
plan, the price of about two- 
thirds of America’s oil produc­ 
tion would rise from $5 25 to 
$13.50 a barrel 
Once the program is submit­ 
ted to Congress, it can be killed 
if either the Senate or House re­ 
jects it within five working 
days. Ford’s hopes of approval 
in both chambers appear slim 
in view of heavy opposition 
from Democrats. 
S hould C o n g re ss r e je c t 
F o rd ’s plan for a gradual 
decontrol of oil in production 
before 1973 — now selling at 
15.25 a barrel — only an exten­ 
sion of the kind approved by the 
Senate would keep prices from 
spiraling to world levels of 
around 312 when the current 
law expires Aug. 31. 


Albert said he favored the ex­ 
tension as a “ safety valve’’ 
because the congressional ener­ 
gy program — including some 
bills dealing with oil pricing — 
is just beginning to move and 
has no chance of final action 
before the August recess. 


Senate passage of the six- 
month extension, 62-29, was 
wily one indication of the m ajor 
energy program Congress has 
mapped for the final three 
weeks before the recess. 


The Senate also passed. 63-21, 
a bill that would force auto 
m anufacturers to build cars 
that get double the mileage-per- 
gallon of the 1974 models by 
1985 
A sim ilar provision is 
contained in a House-passed 
energy package. 


The bill authorizes the Tran­ 
sportation S ecretary to set 
mileage standards beginning 
with the 1974 models reaching 
at least a 50 per cent improve­ 
ment by 1980 and a 100 per cent 
improvement five years later. 
That would m ean m anufac­ 
turers would have to produce 
cars getting 21 miles-per-gallon 
in five years and 28 miles-per- 
gallon in 10 years or face fines 
of $50 to $100 a car.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
L abor S e c re ta ry John T. 
Dunlop said today the issues 
have been narrowed and he 
feels negotiators for the na­ 
tion’s railroads and a m ajor un­ 
ion “can reach agreem ent’’ 
before next Monday’s threat­ 
ened strike deadline 
But Dunlop would not rule out 
the possibility of advising the 
White House to ask Congress to 
head off an economy-crippling 
walkout by the 117,000 rail 
workers if the deadlock is not 
broken. 
“We’ve thought about it,” he 
said. 
Monday is also the contract 
d ead lin e fo r the 280.000- 
m em ber A m erican P o sta l 
Workers Union. But sources 
said they considered a m ajor 
postal strike unlikely. 
“We still believe that it is 
possible for the parties to reach 
agreem ent within the tim e 
fram e,” Dunlop said of negotia­ 
tions involving the Brotherhood 
of Railway and Airline Clerks 
and the nation’s rail carriers. 
“We think the differences 
have been narrowed. If the par­ 
ties work diligently the rest of 


the day 1 think the parties can 
reach an agreem ent.” 
Dunlop talked with newsmen 
after meeting with W J Usery 
Jr., White House special assis­ 
tant for Labor Management 
Relations, who participated in 
an all-night bargaining session 
between representatives of the 
BRAC and National Railway 
Labor Conference. Another ses­ 
sion was scheduled later today. 
Usery, working on both the 
rail and postal problems, also 
m et today with P ostm aster 
General Benjamin F Bailar. 
BRAC president C.L. Dennis 
agreed to extend negotiating 
time until 12:01 a m. Monday. If 
the union members walk out, 
other rail unions are sure to fol­ 
low — resulting in a nationwide 
rail shutdown. 
The rail negotiations have 
already been through a cooling 
off period ordered by President 
F o rd 
a n d 
th e 
r a i l r o a d 
workers are legally free to 
strike. 
But the postal union, which 
represents employes working 
inside post offices, is prohibited 
by federal law and its own con­ 
tract from walking off the job. 


“We just keep plugging along 
and hoping for a break at this 
stage,” said a spokesman for 
federal m ediators today.

Brand pursued two cosmonauts 
for an historic space linkup 
Thursday and Friday. It wasn’t 
a moon trip but Slayton had 
long m ade it known h e ’d 
gratefully accept a trip into 
space. 
At 51, Slayton is the last of the 
o r ig in a l 
s e v e n M e rc u ry 
astronauts to fly and oldest man 
ever in space. He was scrubbed 
from a Mercury flight in 1962 by 
a heart defect called idiopathic 
a t r i a l f ib r illa tio n . S c o tt 
Carpenter took his ride. 
Slayton appealed his ground­ 
ing to then President Kennedy 
and ultimately worked his way 
to chief of the astronaut corps. 
It was 10 years before he was 
named to the crew for the 
Apollo-Soyuz joint flight.

Mexican consulate 


in L.A. bombed 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
bomb apparently planted by an 
anti-Castro group blasted the 
Mexican consulate Tuesday, 
wounding four persons. 


“The Peace and Freedom 
Fighters claim responsibility 
for the bombing of the Mexican 
consulate,” an anonymous call­ 
er told City news Service in un­ 
accented English three hours 
later. “We demand the release 
of the Cuban political prisoners 
and no relations with C astro.” 


The blast tore a hole three 
feet wide in the wall of the of­ 


fice of Consul-General F er­ 
nando Fernandez in a three- 
story building on Paseo de la 
Plaza, in the Olvera Street dis­ 
trict that is a memorial to the 
city's Spanish and M exican 
heritage. 
Fernandez was not injured. 
The most seriously hurt was his 
secretary M arta Pantoja, 44, 
whose right arm was badly cut 
by flying glass. Also wounded 
were Octavio Martinez, 52, a 
private im m igration consul­ 
tant, Liselott Roblero, 26, a con­ 
sulate employe and Elsa Ortal, 
54.

Motorcycle 


emission 


standard set 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California Air Resources 
Board has adopted the first 
standards in the nation for 
hydrocarbon 
em issions 
by 
motorcycles. 
The board, backing off from 
its original proposal, ordered 
that motorcycles produce less 
than 10 gram s of hydrocarbons 
per kilom eter for all such vehi­ 
cles sold in the state after Jan. 
1, 1978. 
In 1980 this standard will be 
reduced to five gram s and by 
1982 cycles must be down to one 
gram per kilometer, the stan­ 
dard originally considered by 
the board for 1978. 
The motorcycle industry ar­ 
gued against the one-gram stan­ 
dard, saying this would be 
“devastating” to the economy 
of the manufacturers of two- 
stroke cycles and would be im­ 
possible to achieve by the 
target date. The m anufacturers 
of these lighter cycles would be 
forced to lay off 30,000 workers 
in the state, they said. 
The industry wanted different 
standards for different kinds of 
motorcycles, but the board, 
headed by C hairm an Tom 
Quinn, decided on the overall 
standard. 


RALEIGH, N.C. (UPI) — At­ 
torneys for Joan Little, a black 
woman accused of murdering a

Judge Hamilton Hobgood, ac­ 
cused by Paul of favoring the 
prosecution Tuesday, rejected 
the request.

All five blacks among the 15 
persons so far examined as 
prospective jurors have been 
reje cte d , four of them on 
peremptory challenges by the 
prosecution. The prosecution is 
allowed nine peremptory chal­ 
lenges, challenges for which no 
reason need be given. 
Jam es S. Morrison, a black 
mechanic from the town of 
Apex, was turned down today, 
prompting Paul’s outburst. 
A third juror was seated dur­ 
ing the morning, 26-year-old 
M ark W. N ielson of Wake 
Forest, an employe at a stereo 
equipment shop. Two women, 
ages 20 and 25, had earlier been 
approved for the trial. 
The National Conference of 
Black Lawyers issued a state­ 
ment at the trial accusing the 
prosecution of racism. 
Jury selection in the case was 
in terru p ted 
T uesday when 
Paul, upset when Hobgood dis­ 
allowed the line of questioning 
he was following with prospec­ 
tive jurors, asked the judge to 
remove himself from the case.

Physician testifies on 


unnecessary operations

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
physician has told Congress 
about 3.2 million operations 
perform ed annually in the 
United States may be unneces­ 
sary, resulting in an estim ated 
16,000 deaths each year. 
The House com merce over­ 
sight subcom m ittee opened 
h earin g s T uesday on the 
problem by listening to the ex­ 
periences of a Florida woman 
and California girl who un­ 
derwent surgery which m al­ 
practice suits later determined 
were unnecessary. 
Dr. Sidney Wolfe of the 
Public Citizens Health Re­ 
search Group told the panel 
“the most conservative data” 
from 1973 studies showed 17.6 
per cent of operations surveyed 
were excessive or unnecessary. 
If the figures are applied to 
the 18.4 million operations per­ 
formed in the United States in 
1973, he said, that would mean 
“there are about 3.2 million un­ 
necessary operations per year 
being done in th e U nited 
States.” Using the 0.5 per cent 
mortality rate associated with 
elective surgery, he estim ated 
16,000 deaths result each year 
from unnecessary surgery. 


Maria Valenzuela, a security 
guard at Sacramento Airport in 
California, said her daughter, 
Linda, now 14, caught influenza 
and began running a fever in 
1968. A doctor decided Linda 
and her other children needed 
their tonsils removed and per­ 
form ed the surgery, M rs. 
Valenzuela said. 
Linda’s operation led to 19 
days in the hospital — 14 of 
them in intensive care. Her 
problem, since corrected but 
with after effects, actually was 
a hole in a carotid artery 
leading from the heart to the 
brain.

$2,000 in rental fees for an 
automatic memory typewriter, 
which the city has decided to 
buy at a total purchase price of 
about $5,400 
The salient thing about the 
city personnel budget is a 
decrease in the quantity of 
training for police and firemen 
Police Chief Jim Smith has re­ 
quested $15,000 of Wahlers for 
law enforcement training but 
was given $12,500. Fire Chief 
Doug Spickard asked for $5.965 
to train his fire fighters but was 
granted $2,720. Both Smith and 
Spickard said they could live 
with the cuts 
The $2,000 line item for 
employe awards in the person­ 
nel budget was later boosted by 
council request by another $500 
to allow appointed and non-pa id 
members of city commissions 
to either attend the annual city 
employe awards banquet or 
have a similar fete of their own. 
Also included in the budget by 
council request was $3,000 in 
matching funds for city 
beautification projects to be co­ 
funded with this money and by 
cash from the contributed city 
beautification fund. 
The Lompoc Police Dept, is 
to remain at 37 employes 
through this fiscal year. No re­ 
quests for extra personnel were 
formally made, but Wahlers did 
turn down a $5,965 department 
request for a new filing system 
and. eventually, trimmed a 
$12,465 request for microfilm 
equipment down to $9,404. A 
few of the miscellaneous items 
he granted the law enforcement 
agency include a binocular 
camera for $500, a 12-gauge 
shotgun for $300, a reel-to-reel 
tape recorder for $230 and an 
M-16 automatic rifle for $320. 
Budgetary requests from the 
Lompoc Fire Department 
showed a buoyant spirit of op­ 
timism. Included in the request 
list were: one tape recorder for 
the alarm room ($1,050), one 
carousel slide projector ($195), 
one kitchen table and chairs 
($325), one overhead projector 
($200) and one additional fire 
station ($45,000). None of them 
were approved, but an assort­ 
ment of nozzles, hoses, tools 
and breathing equipment was. 
It will cost $806,000 to operate 
the Lompoc Police Dept, this 
year and $463,000 to run the 
Fire Dept 
Sidewalk maintenance is to 
cost $1,720 this fiscal year, with 
street crews repairing only 
those cracks that are wider 
than one inch, according to 
Street Superintendent Wallace 
Grossi. Grossi told the council 
that the most common sidewalk 
complaint these days is about 
skate boards. Sidewalk surfers, 
he indicated, are “ wiping out” 


on the concrete after running 
into cracks and parents are cal­ 
ling the city in increasing 
numbers to complain that the 
resulting injuries are the city’s 
fault. 
Some $322,000 in street con­ 
struction is scheduled for the 
next 12 months. Projects plan­ 
ned include these: reconstruc­ 
tion of H Street from Cypress to 
Ocean ($80,000), I Street im­ 
provement from Cypress to 
Ocean ($40,000), Olive Avenue 
widening from R to T Streets 
($23,400), widening of Seventh 
Street from North to Riverside 
Avenues ($11,600), Olive 
Avenue overlay from A Street 
to Hawthorne ($13,300), exten­ 
sion of G Street from College to 
Airport ($28.500), G Street 
widening from Pine to Oak 
($9,000), imph)vement to two 
commercial alleys ($15,000), 
sidewalk construction on Olive, 
Ocean and College Avenues 
($40,000), bicycle lane construc­ 
tion ($7,000), and a contingency 
fund of $54,700. 
The largest outlay items in 
the $298,000 city Parks and 
Recreation Dept, budget are a 
$32,500 utilities bill, mostly for 
water to irrigate city parks, 
and $12,545 for building rental. 
Park and recreation improve­ 
ments budgeted for the coming 
year include a $2,200 light dim­ 
mer and control panel for the 
Lompoc Civic Auditorium, 
$9,000 for sidewalks and paving 
at Ryon Park, $900 for Ryon 
Park hedge and fencing. $1,600 
for tables for Ryon Park and 
$20,000 for phase I development 
of what is still called the Santa 
Ynez River Bottom Park. 
After 10 years, the asphalt 
paving surrounding the city’s 
water treatment plant is begin­ 
ning to give way and council 
members have authorized a 
late expenditure of $10,000 to 
repave the area. Also, under the 
water utility fund, we find a 
$45,475 line item for construc­ 
tion of a water reservoir and 
$15,000 for a reserve account 
for water main replacement. A 
recent study of city water 
system requirements listed 
both of these expense items as 
important needs.

Welfare holds 
down positions 


County Welfare Director 
Arthur Nelson promised the 
Board of Supervisors he would 
review a “ restrictive” program 
he is pursuing to hold down the 
number of new half-time posi­ 
tions in his department. 
Protests have come from 
some employes and from the 
Service Employes International 
Union concerning Nelson’s im­ 
plementation of a decision 
made by the county super­ 
visors, the board was told Mon­ 
day. 
Leonard Roders, of the SEIU, 
said half time positions would 
be preferable to demotions and 
layoffs by Nelson. Social 
worker Sue Crowley said she 
was laid off rather than accept 
demotion to full-time eligibility 
worker which die said would 
provide so little pay she 
couldn’t afford to pay for pre­ 
school care for her children. 
The board approved recom­ 
mendations by the ad­ 
ministrative office to prepare 
ordinance changes deleting 16 
positions not funded for the full 
year and other positions for 
which funding terminates this 
year in a number of depart­ 
ments. 


Juvenile hall questioned 


The county’s proposed multi­ 
million dollar detention- 
rehabilitation facility near 
Santa Maria was a victim of 
budget slashing several weeks 
ago by the Board of Super­ 
visors. 
Now some observers are 
wondering — in view of new in­ 
dications of a county taxpayer 
revolt this year — whether the 
proposed $767,400 North County 
Juvenile Hall might be deferred 
this year, or replaced by an 
economical alternative. 
The Board of Supervisors ap­ 
proved plans and specifications 
Monday for the 20-bed facility, 
and called for bids Aug. 7 for 
the controversial structure 
which underwent more 
criticism from outside groups 
Monday. 
There were these new 
developments Monday: 
—A new study and report on 
California juvenile detention 
facilities calls for a mor­ 
atorium on the construction of 
the type of facility planned by 
Santa Barbara County, ac­ 
cording to a statement before 
the supervisors made by Pat 
Robertson, Peace and Social 
Concerns Committee of the 
Santa Barbara Society of 


Friends (Quakers). She also 
pointed to the plan in the form 
of a bill before the State 
Legislature to set up Com­ 
munity Youth Boards which she 
said could well rule out the need 
for a juvenile hall should the 
legislation pass 
—Supervisor Robert E. Kal- 
lman said he felt it should be 
stressed “ we re not approving 
the facility by putting it to 
bed.” It was recalled the North 
County Detention Facility had 
been omitted from the budget 
after going to bid as a means of 
lowering a threatened $1.22 tax 
boost. Deferment of the 
Juvenile Hall this year could 
cut another 10 cents or more 
from a boost in the tax levy now 
figured to be between 60 and 75 
cents. 
—American Civil Liberties 
Union representative William 
Rubin caused titters in the 
audience when he asked if the 
county could afford such a cost­ 
ly institution for 12 boys and 
eight girls, and said the es­ 
timated $200,000 a year 
operational costs amounted to 


about $10,000 per youth. “ Pay 
half of this per year to a child 
and he would no longer be in­ 
terested in crime,’’ he added. 
—Society of Friends speaker 
Kit Beatty termed the pro­ 
jected building an “ Alcatraz- 
type” structure. She and others 
said the plans showed the 
rooms and day time facilities 
would be “ bugged” and bars 
would be part of the at­ 
mosphere. 
—Chief Probation Officer 
Clifford Romer was directed to 
meet with critics of the project 
and answer their questions as 
well as give the board a report 
in writing as well. His report to 
the board is due July 28

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Fire threatens 
Americans take joint mission in stride 
bighorn sheep 


WARNER SPRINGS (UPI) 
— An erratic brush fire flared 
out of control again today and 
drove a spearhead of flames 20 
feet high into the Anza-Borrego 
State Park, endangering a flock 
of the rare desert bighorn 
sheep. 
The fire began Monday after­ 
noon and had burned more than 
4,500 acres of desert brush by 
this morning, forcing the 
evacuation of the little town of 
Ranchita, the state Division of 
Forestry reported 
Fire fighters reported getting 
the upper hand Tuesday and at 
one point had the blaze 65 per 
cent contained "But it flared 
up again just before midnight 
and it’s moving very strongly to 
the east now," a spokeswoman 
said. 
"We might have it 30 or 40 per 
cent contained but that’s just a 
guess — it’s moving too fast to 
tell now," she said. 
The blaze, about 50 miles 
northeast of San Diego, was be­ 
ing pushed by 15 to 25 mile an 
hour winds. 


"The fire came over the 
boundary of the park early to­ 
day and it’s burning right 
toward where the sheep live," 
said Mark Jorgensen, a wildlife 
specialist with the state parks 
department who has been 


studying the peninsular desert 
bighorns, an endangered spe­ 
cies. for three years. 
' We’ve got about 450 of them 
in the park and the threat from 
the fire is growing by the 
hour," he said "The flames are 
moving right through an area 
where about 30 to 50 of them 
can usually be found, and all we 
can do is hope they run the right 
direction Sometimes they in­ 
stinctively head for safety and 
sometimes they run the wrong 
way.” 
Jorgensen said the fire was 
"about two miles" from the 
park headquarters, where 20 
persons live, and personnel 
there were getting worried. At 
night the fire "looks like the 
corona you see on pictures of 
the sun — licking up 15 or 20 
feet high in big tongues. There's 
a kind of a wall of fire and 
whenever it reaches one of 
those dry, tall old bushes, full of 
oils and all, they just flare up 
like torches,” he said. 
The state forestry division 
and the U.S. Forest Service in­ 
creased the fire fighting crew 
700 men and doubled the 
number of waterbombing 
planes to 12 today. Four 
helicopters also flew water- 
bombing missions, and 14 bull­ 
dozers were being used to clear 
firebreaks in the tall brush. 


Democrat Teresa Hughes 
wins Assembly position 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Democrat Teresa Hughes won 
election to the state Assembly 
Tuesday, easily defeating a 
Republican opponent in another 
victory for Lt. Gov. Mervyn 
Dymally’s forces in the black 
district of south Los Angeles. 
Mrs. Hughes will be the only 
assemblywoman from Southern 
California and one of three 
women in the 80-member As­ 
sembly. Yvonne Brathwaite 
Burke, now in Congress, was 
the last assemblywoman from a 
Southern California district. 


Mrs. Hughes easily defeated 
Henry W. Sellers, a Baptist 
minister, taking 62.8 per cent of 
the vote, 7,230 to 4,268 for Sel­ 
lers. 


"It was a wonderful victory," 
said Mrs. Hughes, who was vir­ 
tually assured of election. 
“ There's so much that needs to 
be done that I don’t know where 
to start.” 


The 47th district is 83 per cent 
Democratic and mostly black.

MILWAUKEE. Wis. (UPI) - George 
Scott pulled no punches. 
“ The only team we got in the 
American League that plays like they do 
is the Oakland A’s,” Scott said after the 
American League had lost for the 12th 
time in 13 games to the National League 
in the All-Star game by a 6-3 score. 
Vida Blue, who started for the 
American League and gave up three 
runs, agreed. 
‘‘In our league, we run and take the ex­ 
tra base,” he said. ‘‘All the other teams 
play conservative baseball and try to 
play catch up with us.” 
Bill Madlock, who was a co-winner of 
the game’s Most Valuable Player award, 
put his finger on the difference between 
the two teams. 
‘‘Our guys were on the bench cheering 
all the time,” he said. ‘‘It was un­ 
believable. Over on the other bench 
they were sitting there waiting to get 
beat.” 
The question of enthusiasm was raised 
Monday when former American League 
great Mickey Mantle brought up the sub­ 
ject. 


Mantle said that even when he was 
playing it appeared the National League 
had more desire and more spirit than the 
American League. 
Pete Rose said the American League 
‘‘had a lot of young guys on the bench and 
they seemed kind of awed by the whole 
thing while our guys were loose as a 
goose.” 
Bobby Murcer, who came to the 
National League after four All-Star 
years in the American League, noticed a 


difference, too. 
“From what I saw there is a different 
atmosphere of some kind,” he said. ‘‘On 
our bench everybody had the winning 
spirit and it poured out. Over there it 
didn’t seem like they had much.” 
Scott and Blue were the two most elo­ 
quent spokesmen in the losers’ locker 
room on the subject. 
‘‘Those guys in the other league play a 
lot more aggressive,” Scott said. “Our 
teams play conservative baseball.” 
“In the National a guy’s on first and 
someone gets a hit and there are runners 
on first and third. Over here that hap­ 
pens and we got runners on first and se­ 
cond. Their guys aren’t afraid and 
everything they do is geared to force 
mistakes on us. There are more mental 
mistakes made in the American League 
than in the National League.” 
Blue said the National League hitters 
were "much more aggressive. 
“And those guys really tear up the 
bases and always play hard — to win,” 
he said. “Our guys just aren’t used to 
that approach.” 
Stan Musial, who with Mantle was one 
of the honorary captains in the game, 
said he remembered when the situations 
were reversed. 
“Back when I was playing (former 
National League president) Warren 
Giles used to come into the locker room 
and give us a pep talk,” he said. 


“I don’t think we took the game 
seriously,” he said. “Now I don’t think 
the American League takes it seriously 
enough. Maybe they need some pep 
talks.” 


Court halts dog killings 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI ) - The 
Arizona Greyhound Breeders Associa­ 
tion is threatening to kill racing dogs to 
attract attention to a dispute with track 
owners, but has been temporarily halted 
by the state government. 
“It is unjust, inhumane and immoral 
to sacrifice these dogs as innocent vic- 


tims of a dispute between two groups of 
people,” Gov.

The breeders announced plans to kill 30 
dogs Tuesday. They postponed the kil­ 
lings until Thursday, but the state at­ 
torney general’s office obtained a court 
order preventing the killing for 10 days 
until a hearing July 25. 


Press duped again 
Namath's latest hustle

NEW YORK (UPI) — Joe Willie Namath, a sometime 
football player and pantyhose salesman, summoned the Big 
City press corps to announce he was jumping to a toilet 
water company for $5 million. 
Joe Willie came out smelling like a rose and the press like 
stink weeds. It was another media hustle, thé sweet fra­ 
grance of success. 
“We didn’t even get a bottle of eau de cologne,” said one 
sports scribe, “He didn’t even give us lunch.” 
Joe Namath is a big name in the football world, which in 
the United States, makes him some sort of important person, 
like a ex-presidential candidate. So when Joe Willie calls a 
press conference, the men with cameras and pencils rush to 
the scene. Willie’s words make headlines and fill airtime. 
At this moment in history, Joe Namath is unhappy with his 
contract with the New York Jets. He wants more money to 
throw footballs. A million-dollar contract would make his 
arm feel better, but the Jets say no. 
Earlier, Namath could have jumped to the WFL for a 
reported $4 million, but that would have meant leaving New 
York and that’s the Big Apple for guys like Joe Willie. So 
now, he must make his bed with the Jets. And one of the 
ways of keeping him in silk sheets is to put pressure on the 
Jets. 
Tuesday’s news conference was the arm twister. Joe Wil­ 
lie, bv way of the press, tells the Jets he has a fat contract 
with Faberge, Inc., a toiletries company. He doesn’t need 
football any more, the message says, except for a large fee. 
The Jets who are without a decent quarterback, have the 
ball in their corner. Faberge walks away with a load of free 


publicity. 
Over the years, Joe Namath and others have used the 
press, especially television, for their own narrow ends. 
Namath’s annual tantrums around training time are a 
legend: Joe’s knee hurts, the NFL wants him to get out of the 
restaurant business, Joe quits football, Joe returns to foot­ 
ball.... He is a creature of the media. 
By now, one would think the editors of major publications 
and television stations would become wise to tricksters like 
Namath. They don’t. Every day, they fall all over 
themselves to get a man at the scene because no one has the 
courage to say, “Tell Willie Boy to Drop Dead. He’s a 
phoney, and we don’t cover phonies, liars or bunko artists.” 
Every day, newsmen get roped into thinking they must be 
competitive, they must have this story because guys like Joe 
Namath make those headlines and fill airtime. 
If newsmen sat back, stopped the presses or pulled the 
plug on their cameras for a minute, they might realize that 
they are being used and so is the public. Just because 
someone has achieved some notoriety or fame doesn’t mean 
he should make news. This goes for football players to 
presidential hopefuls. 
But no, the tornado of news keeps sucking newsmen into 
the belief that when some celebrity or politician or sports 
figure calls a press conference, they must report what he or 
she says, no matter if they believe what is said or not. What 
is missing is a sense of integrity. Just because someone calls 
a news conference doesn’t mean newsmen have to go 
dashing over. 
And this goes for those who cover the gridiron or White 
House. 


Rozelle rule 
not needed, 
says expert 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (UPI) - An 
expert on economics said Tuesday he 
doesn’t think the Rozelle rule is needed 
to maintain balance in the National Foot­ 
ball League. 
The NFL could function in a free 
market situation modified by provisions 
such as revenue sharing between teams 
or payroll budget limits, according to 
Dr. Roger Noll, professor of economics 
at the California Institute of Technology. 


Noll was a rebuttal witness in U.S. 
District Court here for 15 current and 
former NFL players who brought suit 
asking that the “ Rozelle rule” be 
eliminated on the grounds that it holds 
players' salaries down and keeps them 
from moving to other teams. 


The NFL contends the rule maintains 
balance in the league by preventing 
players from jumping to wealthy or 
otherwise attractive teams when their 
option with a weaker team runs out. 


The rule enables the NFL commis­ 
sioner to set compensation that must be 
paid to a team losing a player to another 
team. 


Noll said the NFL is one of the most 
competitively well-balanced organiza­ 
tions in professional sports. 


Noll also told NFL attorney John 
French that he believes the American 
Football League would never have been 
on a par with the NFL if it had not 
merged with the NFL in 1966. 


But he said this was not because of a 
difference in player quality, but because 
of the size of cities where AFL teams 
were located. 


“AFL teams were located on the 
average in smaller cities — and the 
smaller the city, the lower quality the 
team,” he said. “AFL and NFL teams 
reached parity in very few years in 
teams of equivalent-size cities.” 


Defense attorneys expected to com­ 
plete rebuttal testimony by the end of the 
week.

Sharks, as they say in show biz, have 
paid their dues 
They’ve been around for 600 million 
years, always playing the anonymous 
heavy; gobbling and slashing an oc­ 
casional swimmer or diver; trying hard 
to be fearsome but receiving mixed 
reviews 
Sure, sharks have scored an occasional 
publicity splash with a spectacular at­ 
tack. But the scouting report on sharks 
was that they attacked too infrequently 
to be considered anything more than 
novelty terrorists. 
Then came “Jaws.” 
Overnight, sharks have darted into the 
spotlight. They have become the unchal­ 
lenged glamour stars of the ocean. 
Sharks are in. If they weren’t so 
reclusive, sharks would be in huge de­ 
mand at Hollywood parties. 
And that book and movie have turned 
us into a nation of tuna: Chicken of the 
Sea. After watching “Jaws,” movie­ 
goers have been known to avoid bath tubs 
and large sinks for several days. 


But the panic is out of proportion to the 
peril. If you can shake the numbing in­ 
itial shock of the movie (or book) and get 
back onto your surfboard or innertube, 
you may find comfort in the following 
facts; 
1. Sharks attack only 25 to 50 people 
per year, and kill only about 38 per cent 
of their attackees. 
2. Sharks are primarily fish-eaters who 
usually attack the wounded and fleeing. 
3. Most killer sharks are presently on 
location, making movies. 


Because of the public’s growing con­ 
cern, and because two of its game 
wardens came face-to-face with a great 
white shark just off Santa Cruz Island 
(opposite Santa Barbara) in May, the 
State Department of Fish and Game has 
issued some advice on avoiding shark 
confrontations. 
Rule Number One is: Always swim 
with a buddy. Rule Number One does not 
say what to do if the shark is also swim- 
, ming vyith a buddy. 
The list includes gems like: No. 4. Do 
not provoke a shark. 
And one piece of advice that would 
best be taken literally: 
5. Keep your head when a shark is 
sighted. 
Here’s some even more practical ad­ 
vice: ignore all advice. 
According to the Esquire article (by 
Joy Williams) mentioned above, 
“Sharks are not consistently deterred 
by anything ... There is no universally 
correct action to take. There is nothing 
really to do in case of shark attack. Pos­ 
sess the foolishness of God. Know that 
this is so.” 


Shark attack stories make gruesomely 
fascinating reading. 
The most recent attack along the 
California coast was right off Purisima 
Point in July of ’71. 
Kenny Gray, a 37-year-old commercial 
abalone diver, was working in about 20 
feet of water close to shore. He was 
swimming under a submerged ledge and 
didn’t know what hit him. According to 
the account in Westways magazine 
(Sept. ’74): 
“It was estimated that the one that 
charged him was probably half a ton, 
small for its breed. But the white shark 
has a huge mouth in proportion to its 
length, a gaping trap lined with tiers of 
jagged teeth. It came in full speed, strik­ 
ing Gray from behind, those monstrous 


jaws for a moment enveloping his head 
and shoulders. 
“The shark’s teeth ripped his rubber 
wet suit across his back, tearing me hood 
as they caught the top of his head It 
thrust savagely under the ledge, its enor­ 
mous jaws trying to clamp down on its 
prey pressed against the rocks The teeth 
caught Kenny next to his right eye on one 
side and tore his ear on the other As the 
jaws slammed shut they slid across the 
dome of his skull. 
“Gray flung his arm back instinctive­ 
ly, trying to get away, cutting his hand to 
the bone on the teeth.” 
As the shark circled for another 
charge, Kenny bounded to the surface 
and was rapidly hauled aboard his boat

by his companion. Gray’s boat and the 
ambulance from Lompoc reached Surf at 
the same time. 
He was in surgery 4 
hours and, ac­ 
cording to the article, received 279 sur­ 
face stitches and 700 under the skin 
Dr. Karen Jamison, who performed 
the surgery, thinks that the article may 
have exaggerated the number of 
stitches. She remembers that Gray, 
while not near death, had multiple 
lacerations about the head, and one ear 
and hand were badly lacerated 
“His face was spared by his mask,” 
says Jamison. “The lacerations ended 
where his mask began.” 
Six weeks later Gray was back diving 
for abs. “I look over my shoulder a lot 
these days.” he told Westways. 


Because of stories like Gray's, and es­ 
pecially because of movies like “Jaws,” 
a lot of divers are looking over their 
shoulder these days. 
"It’s got everybody a little scared,” 
says Lompocan Dave Long, who has 
been diving since 1952. “I used to be as 
comfortable In the water as I was walk­ 
ing down the street. But the whole at­ 
mosphere is a little different now 
(because of ‘Jaws’). Now I think about 
sharks. 
“I’d be lying if I said this whole thing 
hasn’t affected me I’m not scared off, 
but it will take me a while to get as com­ 
fortable in the water as I was before.” 
In any man-shark relationship, it’s 
rather to the man’s advantage to spot the 
shark before the shark spots the man. 
“The thing about the waters around 
here,” says Long, “is that they are not 
very clear. The visibility is 15 to 20 feet 
on a good day, and five to 10 feet a lot of 
the time. There’s a whole lot of sharks 
down there, it’s just that we never see 
them.” 


The great white shark, the one who 
munched up a storm in “Jaws,” is no 
stranger to our central coast One was 
seen a year ago off Point Conception, and 
then the one in April off Santa Cruz 
Island. 
But the most common big shark on our 
coast is the blue shark, which likes to 
stay away from shore, preferring the 
area just outside the kelp. 
Though technically a man-eater, the 
blue is generally content to steal your 
bait or your fish. And a school of 8- to 10- 
foot blues, however non-aggressive, is 
usually enough to coax a diver back into 
his boat.

Phil Payne, a diver of 29 years and owner of a local diver supply 
shop, recalls a fishing trip a few years ago. He landed a halibut and 
was letting its blood drain out the hole by the outboard motor 
propeller. 
"A very big blue tried to take a bite out of the prop,” Payne 
recalls. “You could hear his teeth rattling across the prop He was 
an impressive animal." 
Payne claims he’s only been chased out of the water twice by 
sharks. Once was off Africa, and once was in Cojo Bay, last 
August, when a school of blues began swimming rapidly about 
Payne and two companions. 
Rapid, flighty movements by sharks often signal lunch time. 
Exit Payne and pals 
“They make me nervous,” says Joe Barto, another local diver, 
referring to the blues. “Sometimes they get so close you can feel 
'em rub against you." 
Dave Erickson was free-diving (no tanks) in about 12 feet of 
local water, 75 feet off shore, wnen a 9-foot shark began eyeing 
him. 
“It was about 30 or 40 feet away," says Erickson. “It came right 
at me and dipped down below me, then made a big circle around 
me. I got a little bit nervous." 
The shark was later tentatively identified as a Tiger, a man- 
eater 


The bite of “Jaws" may be felt financially by dive shop owners, 
who rely on a flow of new divers. 
“One of our concerns in classes has always been overcoming the 
fear of sharks," said one central coast dive shop employe. 
(“When you’re a novice diver, even seals scare you," says 
Erickson.) 
The shark uproar, claims Payne, has been reflected only in a sl­ 
ight increase in the sale of shark protection devices. 
In Santa Barbara, where “Jaws” has been playing, one dive shop 
owner says there has been no slow-down in this, the traditional 
busy season. 


The more you read about sharks, the less you know. 
They have attacked in three feet of water; they have attacked in 
rivers 70 miles from the ocean; they have leapt out of the water to 
snap at boaters 
According to Williams in Esquire, “...a significant fraction of 
shark attacks on humans appear to be motivated by factors other 
than hunger." 
Words like that, and movies like “Jaws," could give sharks a bad 
name — which is all they’ve ever really wanted. 


With the success of “Jaws," we’re sure to be hit with a wave of 
shark-exploitation. Shark tee shirts, shark-tooth jewelry, paste-on 
shark scars. Rip-off antishark devices (how about a shark-body 
wet suit?). Spin-off movies (“Son of Jaws," “Jaws meets the God­ 
father," etc.). 
To lure skittish swimmers back into the water, someone will 
have to make a Walt Disney-type movie about a loveable shark 
who rescues a small boy from the dangerous surf. 
The only problem will be finding someone to play either role.

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Reagan authorizes 


campaign committee 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Al­ 
though reserving a final deci­ 
sion, Ronald Reagan has taken 
the first formal steps toward 
challenging President Ford for 
the Republican presidential 
nomination next year. 
The former California gover­ 
nor, a favorite of GOP conser­ 
vatives, moved to the brink of a 
formal candidacy Tuesday by 
authorizing creation of a cam­ 
paign committee to organize 
and raise funds on his behalf. 
Sen Paul Laxalt, R-Nev , an­ 
nounced formation of “Citizens 
For Reagan" at a news con­ 
ference and read a com ­ 
munication from Reagan which 
said "I have not reached a 
decision" about seeking the 
presidency in 1976 
But Reagan said he would 
decide "before the end of the 
year" and told Laxalt he would 
formally authorize the new 
committee to act in his name 
under terms of the federal elec­ 
tion laws. 


Laxalt told reporters he had 
tried to get Reagan to announce 
his candidacy immediately and 
rated the chances Reagan 
would run at "nine in ten.” But 
he said Reagan preferred not to 
announce now, and “ I ’ve 
learned not to argue with the 
horse." 
John Sears, a Washington at­ 
torney active in the 1968 Nixon 
campaign and executive vice 
chairman of the Reagan com­ 
mittee, said he believed the 
authorization given by Reagan 
made him a legal candidate in 
the eyes of the Federal Election 
Commission, but would not 
place him under the "equal 
time" regulations of the Feder­ 
al Communications Commis­ 
sion 
Reagan, governor of Cali­ 
fornia from 1966 through 1974, 
has conducted a television and 
radio commentary program 
since leaving office. 
Laxalt said the committee 
was formed to help Reagan win 
Congresswoman raps

Santa Clara 


county strike 
in 16th day 


SAN JOSE (UPI) - The 
strike by Santa Clara County 
employes was in its 16th day to­ 
day with the cost of the walkout 
mounting. 
Dick Cox, county public infor­ 
mation officer, said Tuesday 
the cost of the strike "may not 
be known for months." 
The largest single revenue 
loss, at the county hospital, is 
expected to exceed $200,000. 
One county governm ent 
source estimated other costs, 
such as hiring outside help and 
delayed construction, could 
total $500,000. 
A news blackout was imposed 
by both sides after talks broke 
off Sunday. However, the big­ 
gest single expenditure is ex­ 
pected to be overtime paid to 
non-strikers who are working 
ten and sometimes 12 hours a 
shift. 
The cost in morale could also 
be high. 
‘T il be glad when it’s all 
over," said a secretary in the 
c o u n ty 
A d m in is tra tio n 
Building. 
"I’m tired of being called a 
‘scab,’ staying in for lunch and 
searching for a toilet that 
works," she said. 
Only a few toilets in the 
seven-story structure have been 
operating normally since the 
strike started. 


"My impression is that the 
special prosecutor has taken a 
narrow view of what he feels 
obliged to put into the report," 
she said. "I hope he’ll change 
his mind. 
"The public has a right to 
know." 
She said "serious questions 
about possible criminal liabili­ 
ty" remain unanswered: the

Philip Lacovara, form er 
counsel to the special prosecu­ 
tor, said: "If any of those in­ 
quiries, however, did produce 
credible or substantial evidence 
of crime (by Nixon), it would 
seem to me that the public in­ 
terest in knowing of that possi­ 
ble complicity outweighs the in­ 
terest of the former President 
in concealing such evidence."

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (UPI) 
— An unidentified man burned 
to death Tuesday night in a 
restroom aboard a National 
Airlines flight en route to 
Miami from New York, forcing 
the plane to make an emergen­ 
cy landing here, officials said. 
Police said the death was an 
apparent suicide. 
A passenger on N ational 
flight 1601, which had 57 pas­ 
sengers aboard, said the vic­ 
tim, a bearded man wearing a 
T-shirt, entered a restroom. 
Suddenly passengers and crew 
saw a "flash of light." 
"Stewardesses were running 
down the aisle shouting, ‘Tell 
the captain, tell the captain’," 
said passenger George Pizarro 
of Miami. 
The plane made an emergen­ 
cy landing at Jacksonville 
International Airport. Airline 
officials said the passengers 
were transferred immediately 
to an Eastern Airlines flight 
heading for Miami. 
Pizarro said those aboard the 
flight "panicked a little” but 
used fire extinguishers to put 
out the blaze.

SACRAMENTO (UPI ) - The 
California Hospital Association 
says it will consider "all legal 
and legislative remedies" to 
block Brown administration ac­ 
tion halting increased pay­ 
ments to hospitals for Medi-Cal 
services. 
Health and Welfare Secretary 
Mario Obledo Tuesday an­ 
nounced the increase cutoff, 
saying the action was prompted 
because the federal govern­ 
ment has refused to allow the 
state to limit the increases to 10 
per cent He said hospitals were 
using state funds to "absorb" 
the cost of empty hospital beds. 
William M. Whelan, ex­ 
ecutive vice president of the 
hospital 
association, said, 
"Obledo seeks to impact on the 
problem of excess beds through 
a 
lim ita tio n 
on 
r e im ­ 
bursement,” Whelan said. "The 
law doesn’t permit the medical 
care program to be used for this 
purpose ." 
He said the association’s 
"challenge of the state action, 
if it is implemented, would ex­ 
plore all options open to CHA, 
including legal and legislative 
remedies." 
Obledo said more than three 
months have passed since the 
state requested permission to 
impose the limit. 


Midsummer weather on rampage

Homes and business were 
awash, crops lay in ruin at the 
height of the harvest season and 
the death toll mounted It was 
midsummer weather on the 
rampage. 
Floodwaters and torrential 
rains Tuesday drove hundreds 
of persons from their homes in 
the - flooded Northeast in the 
latest of a three-day onslaught 
that has left at least nine 
persons dead. 
New Jersey was hardest hit 
— at least six dead, more than 
$20 million in crop losses alone 
and additional m illions of 
damage to homes and busines­ 
ses "It’s a sad day for New 
Jersey agriculture and even 
sadder for the consumer," New 
Jersey Agriculture Secretary 
Phillip Alampi said after an 
aerial tour of seven counties in 
the flood-swept Garden State. 
Tomato and wheat fields lay 
in ruin at the height of the 
harvest season. Their loss was 
bound to raise grocery prices 
throughout the Eastern states 
which rely on Jersey produce. 
Gov. Brendan Byrne declared 
a flood disaster in New Jersey 
to bring federal relief to 
farmers and homeowners. 
New downpours Tuesday hit 
communities already awash 
from more than 10 inches of 
rain. Some areas had received 
more than nine inches of rain in 
a 24-hour period. 


The flooding and rain 
stretched from Delaware to 
New England 
Delaware had 
two weather-attributed deaths 
and Pennsylvania one. 
Some parts of Rahway, N.J., 
were under five feet of water. 
Rescue crew s using boats 
evacuated 40 families in Tren­ 
ton. N.J., where storm-related 
damage was estimated at more 
than $300.000 
At least 35 
families were evacuated and 
more than 22 roads flooded 
along the Raritan and Millstone 
rivers in Somerset County, N.J.

Management of the California 
Highway Patrol has denied 
charges that it is using 'in­ 
timidation tactics” in an effort 
to end the patrolmen’s protest 
of Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s 
pay raise limit. 
Ralph L. Schiavone, presi­ 
dent of the California Associa­ 
tion of Highway Patrolmen, 
Tuesday said no formal 
punitive action has been taken 
against patrolmen conducting a 
ticket-writing slowdown to 
protest Brown's reduction of 
patrol pay increases 


“To our knowledge all they 
are doing is threatening,” he 
said “ They are using intimida­ 
tion tactics.” 


A management spokesman 
said no punitive action has been 
taken He said the patrol is 
dealing with the problem by 
counseling individual officers 
serving in areas where there 
has been a drastic reduction in 


tickets. 
But he added. “ If a guy per­ 
sisted in slowdown tactics, it 
could get punitive.” 
The spokesman denied the 
counseling was a form of in­ 
timidation 
“ You’re discussing whether 
an officer is following depart­ 
ment policy. That is just a dis­ 
cussion on a factual basis of 
what the process will be. That's 
not intimidation, he said ” 
The association Monday an­ 
nounced the slowdown to 
protest Brown’s 10 per cent 
limit on pay increases for all 
state employes.

30th anniversary today 


of first A-bomb blast 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - It 
was 30 years ago today that a 
group of scientists gathered on 
a desert in New Mexico and 
changed the course of history. 
They exploded the first atomic 
bomb. 
It was, as the Bulletin of the 
Atomic Scientists says, “ the 
birth of Big Science.” 
The blast at Alamogordo, 
N.M., on July 16, 1945, ushered 
in an era of superstar scien­ 
tists. Men who previously had 
little influence in government 
and had worked in fields vir­ 
tually unknown to the public 
suddenly became towering fig­ 
ures in the nation's future. 
In the years that followed, 
scientists such as Edward Tel­ 
ler and J. Robert Oppenheimer 
became household names — 
often embroiled in controversy. 
More Americans won the 
Nobel Prize Six Nobel laure­ 
ates of the post-World War II 
period had been involved at the 
Los Alamos, N.M., laboratory 
during the war. 
Nobel-winning physicist Luis 
Alvarez, of the University of 
California at Berkeley, thinks 
that “ not only the bomb but 
radar and other wartime 
developments” gave the public 
new awareness of scientists. 
In earlier years, he recalls, 
“ if I went to a party, I always 
said I was a chemist because 
nobody knew what a physicist 
did.” 
After the Alamogordo blast, 
“ people recognized there was a 
lot they hadn’t known about 
science. And then it made the 
war shorter and saved a lot of 
lives,” he said. 
But scientists themselves dis­ 
agree about what has happened 
in the three decades since the 
men of the Manhattan Project 
exploded their bomb in New 
Mexico and built the ones that 
destroyed Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki less than a month 
later. 
Teller, often referred to as 
“ the father of the H-bomb” — a 
title he dislikes — says: 
"It is true that scientists have 
been more in the public eye, but 
science has not been. I would 
almost say that the scientists 
have become more important 
and science less, and that is a 
poor bargain. 
“ If there would be more 
public interest in science itself 
and what we are doing, or in 
technology itself, that would be 


a real advantage — but that is 
not what has happened.” 
Teller said recently he felt 
the quality of young scientists 
has “declined catastrophical­ 
ly.” 


He suggested one reason was 
many young persons do not con­ 
sider science as relevant a field 
as in the past. 


“ I think there has been a 
decline in interest,” agrees 
Hans Mark, director of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration's Ames Re­ 
search Center in Mountain 
View. Calif 


“ Nowadays we are in the cy­ 
cle of ‘help your neighbor.’

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ex­ 
iled Soviet writer Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn has told Congress 
America is “ complacent in its 
affluence” and reluctant to un­ 
derstand the suffering caused 
by the Soviet government. 
He spoke Tuesday at a recep­ 
tion in his honor in the Old 
Senate Caucus Room as the 
United States and Soviet Union 
dramatized their policy of 
detente by launching their joint 
Apollo-Soyuz space spec­ 
tacular. 
Solzhenitsyn 
questioned 
whether he had succeeded in his 
ublic speeches here and in 
ew York to move the United 
States — “ which is so compla­ 
cent in its affluence” — toward 
an ap p reciation of the 
worldwide threats of Soviet 
authoritarianism. 
Solzhenitsyn said that as 
detente has progressed, Soviet 
authorities have refined their 
“ system of punishment” by in­ 
troducing forced labor for 
prisoners in solitary confine­ 
ment who are “ cold, hungry, 
without fresh air. and working 
to impossible output norms.” 


U.N. pull-out demanded by Egypt 


United Press International 
Egypt has demanded the 
withdrawal of the U.N. truce 
force from the Sinai Desert 
next week unless negotiations 
with Israel achieve progress 
toward an interim peace agree­ 
ment. 


Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmi told a news conference 
in Cairo Tuesday night he has 
advised U.N. Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim that 
Egypt would refuse to extend 
the peacekeeping mandate 


when it expires July 24. 
But Israel played down the 
importance of the U.N. pullout, 
saying Egypt was only trying to 
put pressure on Jerusalem to 
speed up the negotiations. 


“ Israel will not be rushed into 
agreement in order to meet a 
deadline, and obviously Egypt 
is attempting to introduce a 
deadline,” a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman 
said 
in 
Jerusalem. 


Fahmi accused Israel of 
obstruction and procrastination 


in the negotiations, but he en­ 
dorsed Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger’s efforts to ar­ 
range a peace pact. 
“ The American efforts are 
continuing,” he said. “ We have 
nothing against them. We 
welcome them.” , 
Fahmi, in his letter to 
Waldheim, said Egypt opposed 
extending the mandate “ with 
no further steps taken toward 
peace." He said an extension 
would “ defeat the very pur­ 
poses” of sending the U.N 
tronn«! to Sinai. 


The foreign minister said the 
calm maintained by the peace 
force “ is being transformed 
into 
stagnation 
and, 
consequently, the perpetuation 
of the (Israeli) occupation.” 


“ It is, therefore, abundantly 
clear that it is impossible for 
Egypt to consent to any 
measure that could lead to the 
continuation of the occupation 
of its territory,” he said. 


Diplomatic sources in Cairo 
discounted the possibility of the 
Egyptian move leading to new 


fighting in Sinai, captured by 
Israel in the 1967 Middle East 
War. 
Egypt retook a strip of the 
desert in the 1973 conflict and 
Israel abandoned additional ter­ 
ritory under a troop disen­ 
gagement agreement worked 
out by Kissinger last year. 
The Security Council created 
the 4,000-man U.N. Emergency 
Force at the end of the 1973 
war. The approval of both 
Israel and Egypt is needed to 
extend the force’s mandate.

July car sales up but truck sales best 


DETROIT (U PI) - Early 
July sales of American-built 
cars were up a stronger-than- 
expected 6 per cent over June, 
but industry executives, found 
their best news in the truck 
sales reports. 
The improved truck sales, in­ 
dustry executives said Wed­ 
nesday, could drag car sales up 
with them and step up the pace 
of the slow recovery the in­ 


dustry has nurtured since early 
spring. 
The industry’s July 1-10 
reports released Tuesday 
showed car sales still 5 per cent 
below year-ago levels and 32 
per cent down from record 
levels two years ago. But the 
normal pattern is for an 8 per 
cent drop between early July 
and the first part of July. 
Truck sales were up 4 per 


cent over last year, a feat auto 
sales haven’t accomplished 
since September. Chrysler 
truck deliveries were a record 
for a July 1-10 period. 
“ Both business and consumer 
confidence are necessary parts 
of any sales recovery,” Bennett 
Bidwell, Ford’s vice president 
for sales, said. 
“ The current truck sales pace 
underscores an upturn in 


business confidence which 
should in turn create more jobs, 
even more consumer con­ 
fidence and more passenger car 
sales.” 
Truck and commercial vehi­ 
cles deliveries by the three ma­ 
jor auto companies totaled 
51,842 Chrysler topped last 
year by 8 per cent. Ford 7 per 
cent and General Motors 1 per 
cent.

Tyrannicide 


We have been greatly dis­ 
turbed of late over the rumors, 
suspicions and allegations that 
the Central 
Intelligence 
Agency, with the knowledge of 
American presidents, plotted 
or perpetrated the assassina­ 
tion of certain foreign heads of 
state. 
A number of commentators 
have questioned whether this 
kind of secret “ gunpoint 
diplomacy” is necessarily and 
always evil. Calling it not 
murder but tyrranicide, 
columnist John P. Roche asks, 
“Would it have been uncon­ 
stitutional, im m oral and 
generally dreadful if some 
American intelligence agent 
had put a 30-caliber slug into 
Hitler’s skull in, say, 1937?” 
The 20th century no doubt 
would have been a far happier 
one if someone had dispatched 
Herr Hitler. The same could 
no doubt be said about Genghis 
Khan in the 12th century. And 


what about Mussolini? And 
Franco? Once embarked on 
such a course, where would we 
stop? 


The assassination of Fidel 
Castro in 1962 or 1963 would 
not have changed factors that 
brought him into power in the 
first place, any more than the 
assassination of President 
Diem of South Vietnam was of 
benefit to that tragic land. 
One feature distinguishing 
the American political experi­ 
ment from all others before it, 
was that it provided a peaceful 
means for changing rulers. If 
we ever reach the point where 
we practice a different 
morality in our dealings with 
foreign nations than we prac­ 
tice at home, if we adopt 
“tyrannicide” as a valid, even 
if only a last resort, method of 
furthering national policy, we 
will have assassinated all that 
is best in ourselves.

world events in ways dangerous to 
freedom. We are thus partners with Mrs. 
Gandhi and her works. 
In spreading the word that Russia’s 
leaders have changed — and softened — 
that they are throwing aside the worst of 
th eir insane ideas, and by our 
technological assistance to the corrupt 
men who rule the Kremlin, we are 
partners in suppressing the peoples of 
that country. 
We have been quick to criticize the 
citizens of Nazi Germany for turning 
their heads and shutting their eyes to the 
concentration camps and other hideous 
crimes of Hitler’s evil aides. Are we not 
doing the same when we shut our eyes to 
the loathesome prison camps of the 
Gulag Archipelago and divert our 
thoughts from the children who die in In­ 
dia because their families have been 
squeezed for gain by Mrs. Gandhi’s 
henchmen?

We hardly raise our voices at the 
terrible slaughter that some self- 
righteous rulers in Africa wreak upon 
their people — unless there is a dramatic 
incident like the threatened execution of 
a British author. We believe the words 
and not the deeds, and move ahead giv­ 
ing support to these oppressive go­ 
vernments, which cleverly divert our at­ 
tention to the sins of neighboring lands. 
Our willingness to be seduced by pret­ 
ty words is not limited to our response to 
foreign dictators parading in sheep's 
clothing. We make the same mistakes at 
home. 
We recently elected a fast-talking 
group of reformists to the House of 
Representatives. They propagandized a 
good game and moved fast to oust 
entrenched oldtimers. Despite their self- 
praise, the evidence is that they operate 
in the same manner and with the same 
motives as their predecessors. 
We are repeatedly fooled by the per­ 
suasive words of charity wolves who 
have pulled a lily white covering of wool 
over their shoulders. Though there are 
innumerable honest, conscientious 
charitable agencies, we give millions of 
dollars each year to organizations which 
devote 50, 60, 70, 80 and even 90 per cent 
of their take to money raisers, fund of­ 
ficials and other overhead. Many are 
money raising rackets, and nothing 
more. But w e're taken in by the 
pamphlets they send or by their ringing 
messages to our consciences. 
with our failure to investigate, we en­ 
courage the grafters and cheat the 
genuine poor of what they desperately 
need.

July 19, 1940

The very worst part of it is that Gerald 
Ford has a certain reputation for spon­ 
taneous goodwill. There probably isn’t a 
bureaucracy surrounding any world 
leader anywhere in the free world who 
would recommend to a chief of state that 
he give an audience to anybody whose 
ties to politics are closer than Shirley 
Tem ple’s. But Ford struck us as 
someone powerful enough to wrest his 
leg up through the cobwebs of the lillipu- 
tians to do the natural thing. Perhaps it 
was all those months without a swim­ 
ming pool that made him flaccid. For a 
horrible moment one was tempted to 
wonder whether Mr. Ford knew who 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn was. 
Don't laugh. You 
cannot, for one thing, 
know 
who 
Solzhenitsyn is unless 
you read Solzhenitsyn. 
Otherwise he is mere­ 
ly another adamant 
freedom fighter — but 
there are a lot of 
these, and we certain­ 
ly do not write our 
foreign policy around 
the compunction to a) 
give them aid. or even 
b) celebrate their ex­ 
istence 
Solzhenitsyn, if one has not read One Day 
in the Life of Ivan Denisovich, or The 


F irst C ircle, or G ulag, is like 
Shakespeare if one hasn’t read King Lear 
or Hamlet: a mere evocation. I earnestly 
hope and pray that Gerald Ford has 
never read a work by Solzhenitsyn. If it 
were confided to me that he had done so, 
and even so refused to greet Solzhenitsyn 
In the White House and count that mo­ 
ment his most intimate contact with the 
divine circuitry of the human spirit, he 
should be ever after despised as a 
Philistine. No: he could not have read 
Solzhenitsyn. 
I remember a testimonial dinner three 
years ago in honor of the 60th birthday of 
a self-effacing publisher-intellectual who 
found the Henry Regnery Company In 
Chicago just after the war. Henry 
Regnery had khown Nixon for years, had 
contributed to his political campaigns, 
and, almost singlehandedly, published 
during the bleak 40’s and 50’s books of 
conservative tendency that challenged 
the orthodoxy of Eastern Seaboard 
Liberalism and were admired by Nixon. 
The toastmaster wrote to the President 
and asked if he would be so kind as to 
send a message to be read at the ban­ 
quet. A bureaucrat in the White House 
replied that the President does not send 
messages "to commemorate commer­ 
cial occasions’’ (it was the 60th birthday 
of Regnery, not of his company); that 
the toastmaster should apply to the 
Secretary of Commerce for a message.

Foreign deadbeats 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - It passed 
totally without public note the other day, 
but the Soviet Union actually made a 
payment toward its Word War I debt to 
America. 
Yes, by jingo, you read right. True, the 
$12 million Russian check was 60 years 
past due, and is merely a nibble of their 
$722 million outstanding loan, but surely 
mass celebration is in order. Hoist the 
colors. Go wake grandma. Anytime 
America is repaid anything is time for 
whoopee. 
Actually, Russia is 
not the only nation 
making some restitu­ 
tion for Am erican 
generosity in the war 
against the Kaiser. 
From time to time 
Greece and Finland 
also pay installments 
on their obligations of 
the period. Otherwise, 
though, the United 
S ta te s 
re c e iv e s 
no thing. O rig in al 
American loans in 
World War I totalled 
$12 billion and, with in­ 
te re st, have since 
doubled, yet only 
crumbs of the total 
w ill 
e v e r 
be 
recovered. Seventeen 
nations, including 
France, Italy and Bri­ 
tain, refuse outright to 
repay a single copper. 
But if there is a lesson here concerning 
the risks and barren fruits of inter­ 
national generosity, some in this town 
wonder if it will ever be learned. Even 
now, say a few grumbling members of 
Congress, the United States is continuing 
to make massive loans around the world 
with little hope of fair return. Sen. Harry 
Byrd of Virginia says foreign nations 
have currently accumulated at least 
$32.8 billion in U.S. credit of which they 
will not in some cases and can not in 
others repay. Rep. Jack Kemp of New 
York adds that the charity in the best 
of times is of dubious merit, but is 
damnright nutsy in periods when the 
cheese is hard. 
Byrd and Kemp are among a small 
group of federal law m akers who 
periodically growl legislatively about the 
merits of lending money without at­ 
taching collection guarantees. Their ef­ 
forts are studiously ignored. Complain­ 
ing in Congress about the foreign debt is 
of a class with complaining about the 
public debt — a preserve of those hardy 
enough to withstand the snickers of their 
fellows. 


Byrd points out vigorously that tax­ 
payers who are now contributing $100 
million a day in interest on the national 
debt are tired of having both interest and 
principal ignored on most of the foreign 
debt. His protests, however, are greeted 
with snores. 
In fact, the snores are not overt in­ 
sults; rather they represent the congres­ 
sional consensus that even were there a 
will there would not be a way to collect 
on the bulk of the foreign debt. That debt, 
including World War I, now totals more 
than $56 billion, and as a practical mat­ 
ter is largely an accounting of money 
that is gone forever. The World War I 
sum has been a moot issue for years and 
is kept on the official books only because 
no one in authority has ever seriously 
tried to have it removed. As for the rest 
of the debt ($32.8 billion) it is mostly the 
result of diplomatic largess rather than 
hard-headed business procedures, thus 
returns of friendships or advantages are 
expected but not necessarily the loans 
themselves. 
On occasions the United 
States can get tough over old debts. To 
collect part of some claims against 
Czechoslovakia, it once seized $125 mil­ 
lion worth of Czech gold, and later con­ 
fiscated Czech funds in this country 
meant to build a steel mill. Currently, 
the government is following similar 
strategies to satisfy claims against the 
new regime in South Vietnam. But such 
collection tactics are rare. Normally the 
United States forgives its debts as it in­ 
variably forgives its debtors — $11 bil­ 
lion worth of World War II Lend Lease to 
Russia was forgotten in the 1940’s, as, 
more recently, was $2 billion in Indian- 
owed rupees. 
In essence, Senator Byrd, Congres­ 
sman Kemp and their cluster of congress 
sional protesters would put bounds to the 
U.S. generosity. They feel loans should 
not be made unless repaym ent is 
re a so n a b ly a s s u re d . They feel 
pragmatism as well as diplomacy should 
be part of the loan negotiation process. 
And they feel the ultimate welchers 
should be removed from the list of future 
considerations. To this aid they have in­ 
troduced various legislation which, given 
the modd of Congress on this hoary issue, 
is not expected to go far. But one never 
knows. If he Soviets are suddenly writing 
out obligation checks to this country, 
then anything is possible. 


Barbed barb 


Government printing presses turn out 
about $75 million in new bills a day — or 
just about the same amount that the boys 
on Capitol Hill can spend in that time. 


One of the reasons given out why 
P re s id e n t F ord did not g re e t 
Solzhenitsyn while he was in Washington 
was that Solzhenitsyn was in America in 
connection with the promotion of his new 
book. This happens not to be true. But at 
least President Ford didn’t direct his 
Secretary of Commerce to invite 
Solzhenitsyn in for a talk. 
How clear, every day that we log the 
activities of the free nations in the world 
in juxtaposition with those of the enemy, 
is th eir m oral — yes, m oral — 
superiority. There is a genuine integrity 
in people like Mao Tse-tung, and even 
such bureaucratic imitations as Leonid 
Brezhnev. It would not matter in the 
least to Mao or Brezhnev if a celebrity 
was renowned primarily for the number 
of women and children he had killed: if 
he was a voluble and famous apologist 
for Communism, he would be received at 
Court. 
When I was last in the Soviet Union, 
the United States Information Agency 
Exhibit at Donetsk opened pursuant to a 
treaty between the Soviet Union and the 
United States — to foster international 
understanding. The entire publicity 
given in the press to our exhibit con­ 
sisted in two sentences. A huge portion of 
the press for that day was given over to 
Angela Davis, who was touring the 
Soviet Union to denounce the United 
States. I cannot think of a single person 
of international stature who would be 
denied access to Leonid Brezhnev on the 
grounds that doing so would offend 
American official or public opinion (save 
possibly an American conservative). 
Brezhnev can without flinching be 
hearty, even effusive, in greeting 
American senators, and talk about inter­ 
national peace and understanding. He 
would not hesitate to schedule, the fol­ 
lowing hour, with Bobby Seale or Wil­ 
liam Kunstler, to mourn together 
American fascism. 
The episode ennobles Solzhenitsyn. If 
added strength were needed to com­ 
municate his message, Ford has given it. 
The only good Russian is the lockstep 
Communist. On this Brezhnev and Ford 
are agreed. We call it detente.

It was a small reunion of the 692nd

After such a long absence from each 
other, it was a time for comment on grey 
hair and expanding waistlines, on 
children and grandchildren, on life’s suc­ 
cesses and failures. It was a time to pull 
from dim memories, names of other 
comrades.

We scanned hundreds of black and 
white pictures taken of our unit with lit­ 
tle Brownie cameras throughout Africa, 
Sicily and Italy. We could not put names 
with faces at first but as the evening

Adding to our enjoyment was the fact 
that our host and his wife had recently 
returned from a Mediterranean trip. 
They had visited areas where we had 
bivouacked during the war and they had 
photographed the areas as they are to­ 
day. We compared them to the old photos 
and more memories emerged. 


We noticed particularly that our 
former first sergeant still maintained his 
habit of pointing his finger at us and yel­ 
ling; "Crompe, you’ll never make it!” 


We gabbed of the sorrow that we all 
experienced following the fall of Rome 
when orders came through to break up 
our small outfit. Many went to the in­ 
fantry in Southern France, among them 
the postmaster from Bagley, the first 
sergeant and the supply sergeant. We 
were fortunate enough to have stayed in 
Italy. The postmaster was decorated for 
bravery in an action in Germany. 


When the weekend was over, we all 
agreed that we would never vote for Nix­ 
on again and that despite the fact that 
three years were taken from our lives, 
we wouldn’t take a million dollars for the 
experience.
